Speaking in behalf of the independ- 
ent members of the Legislature, May- 
or Andrew Davison, M. L. A., Chair- 
man of the Provincial Executive 
which is handling the affairs of that 
group until a permanent leader is aj 
pointed, issued the following  state- 
ment on Tuesday concerning the 
plight of Alberta farmers owing to 
loss of markets due to the war an! 
the governmental restrictions 
cerning the sale of their grain. 

“The Independents are heartily in 
accord with the recommendations 
made by the conference called by Pre- 
mier John Bracken of Manitoba, as re- 
ported in the press, following the meet 
ing in Winnipeg a few days ago. 

“They are of the opinion that the 
farmers of Western Canada are facing 
a situation of the most serious kind. 
They believe the suggested solution 
of this problem as announced from 
Ottawa does not go far enough and 
that the proposal of the Federal auth- 
orities to make an initial payment on 
the basis of five bushels per acre for 
wheat and coarse grains is not ade 


cou 


quate, and is insufficient to pay har- 


vesting and threshing costs. 

“In addition, money will also be re- 
quired to ssist the farmers in meeting 
other pressing obligations until such 
time as they can secure funds from 
the sale of their crops. 

“Business men throughout the West 
are naturally worried as well. They 
cannot be expected to carry most of 
the load by way of additional credits 
without some assurance that money 
will be forthcoming to liquidate = at 
least a portion of these debts. 


“The Independents are convinced 
that the Federal authorities should 
see to it that the farmers are given a 
square deal. They believe that farmers 
should be just as secure in the produc- 
tlon of essential foods as are the 
manufacturers, insofar as the latters’ 
products are concerned. They are 0- 
the opinion that sufficient money 
should be made available by way cI 
loans pending the final disposal of all 
grains now in storage and the 1940 
crop as well, in order to enable our 
agriculturalists to meet their more 
pressing obligations, including har- 
vesting costs. 

“As elected representatives of the 
people, Alberta Independent members 
are of the opinion that while the ma- 
jor responsibility of solving this prob- 
lem naturally rests with the Dominion 
authorities, this does not relieve our 
Legislature of doing its duty in the 
present crisis. They are firmly con- 
vinced the Alberta Government should 
immediately signify its willingness to 
implement any action the Dominion 
cabinet may decide to take to carry

A LETTER FROM 
HAROLD FREEMAN 


—$10!r: 


Aldershot, 
Dear Mother— 
Arrived quite safely this afternoon 


England, August 3rd 


at our destination. It is quite differ 
ent than what I had expected. We are 
not under canvas but quite comfort 


ably quartered in large brick buildings, 

Our trip over the water did not bo 
ther me at all. There 
calm sea all the way 
day. By that time I had got used to 
the sway and rather enjoyed 
the waves, We had a couple of des 
troyers or battleships with us most of 
the way and eight Cruisers met us 
when we were nearly there. This 
made a total of 17 ships. We landed in 
Scotland yesterday and disembarked 
last night. We were piled into car- 
riages of the London, Scottish and 
Midland Railways and came down in 
to England during the night. 

Scotland is sure pretty and it look 
ed doubly so when we first 
The steward wakened us in the moru 
ing and said we could see land, 
rushed on deck and sure enough there 
the Scottish hills on both sides 
of us and we were sailing up between 
them. Then a fog came down and blot- 
ted out everything until afternoon. 

We came down through Cumberland 
and stopped at Carlisle about 3.45 a. 
m. They had two air raids just before 
We got there and the night before 
was bombed. 

On the night before we arrived in 
scotland we had a submarine scare. 
We had 2 bombers on escort duty and 
they spotted a submarine. Immediate- 
ly the cruiers converged on the spot 
and threw out a few cepth charges. A

quantity of oil came to the surtace 
but they didn’t know if they had him 
for sure or not, I saw all kinds of

We came down Engiand through 
Cumberland, Chesshire, Derbyshire, 
Staffordshire, Worcestershire, Ox- 
fordshire, Birkshire and Surrey, scop- 
ping at Carlisle, Crew, Wolverhamp- 
ton, Worcester City, Oxford, Redding 
and a lot of small places. 1 thought we 
were going through Leicestershire 
but turned off from Derbyshire around 
it. Doug Hirtle isn’t here. He's up in 
Oxfordshihe somewhere, so I'l] drop 
him a line today. 

The rest of the Strathmore boys are 
quartered just opposite us. There's 
Don Brown, Art Prichard, Frank Wil- 
son, Pinty Gray, Art Lowe, Dick Jan- 
sen here. 

Cigarettes are quite expensive here 
so I'll probably get you to send most 
of mine from Canada. Beer is 10 pence 
a quart. I'm having a little trouble 
with English money, but am catching 
on fast, On the train we couldn’t even 
spend Canadian money. | offered one 
fellow a quarter for a chocolate bar 
and he wouldn't even consider it, An- 
other fellow paid a dollar bill for 3 
glasses of beer and then the bartend- 
er thought he was stung. I tossed most 
of my silver to the kids as souvenirs. 
Cigarettes cost 18d for 20 here. 

By the way, I spoke over CBC on 
the boat, said ‘Hello’ to you and my 
name, | don’t know whether you 
heard it or not. I was also in a flash 
photo on the docks at Halifax and on 
the boat over here, so you may see a 
picture, We sang Home on the Range, 
and ended it off with CALGARY, 
and the picture was snapped while we 
were singing. 

We haven't been paid since we left 
Shilo so most everyone is flat broke. 

Car&t think of much more right 
now so will say goodbye.

When Germany's enemy, in 
course, provides himself with the num- 
bers of free and freedom loving men, 
and teh material necessary to place 
him on anything like an even footing 
with the German, teh picture will be 
vastly changed. The outlok for Ger- 
many will indeed be blacker than it 
has ever been in all the — truculent, 
sWaggering, trouble making history of 
the Teuton, 

The Counter-Weapon— 

A survey of the foregoing leads us 

that is

to only one conclusion, and 

that this war is as different from any 
previous war as night is from day. 
Armed contlict plays a  suborinate 
role, The real arm of aggression on the 
Nazi side is the propaganda division 
of the “Fifth Column.” 

Our own services have been organ- 
ized and are being operated in antici- 
pation of a war that would follow a| 
course along orthodox _ lines, The 
King’s ships oppose the Nazi navy | 
what there is of it, The Royal Air 
Forcee successfully combats the Nazi 
airmen, The armies of the Empire ad 
our weapon against the Nazi goose- 
steppers, 

But what of our weapon to 
bat this other new and most startling 

Nazi arm the “Fifth Col- 
umn?” One must acknowledge frank- 
ly that this, which undoubtedly is the 
“secret weapon” whereof the Nazis 
have boasted, has found us totally un- 
prepared; and, due to the nature of its 
operations as already outlined in the

No man can in justice be critical of 
the Government or govenmental auth 
orities for having failed to grasp the 
enormius importance of it before now, 
It is a waste of mental and physical 
energy to embark on a civil war be- 
tween the past and the present, The 
business of Canada is to concentrate 
on the situation as it presents  itsell 
in order toensure the victory of 
the future. 

That being so, the suggestion is ad- 
vanced, in a spirit of goodwill, that 
the organization of the efficient wea- 
pon to counter the “Fifth Column” be 
placed on exactly the same footing as 


{ our Navy, Army and Air Force. 


It is thoroughly appreciated that an 


| excellent cutting edge of that weapon 


is the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 
The Mounted have done, and continue 
to do, a fine workmanlike job, But al-

And we, 
whose responsibility it is to combat 
it, are doing nothing at all. 


Your Sure Shield— 

For the Canadian citizen the ec m 
batting of the “Fifth Column” is a de- 
finite duty. Your surest shield against 
it is your own sound commonsense. 

Don't attempt to see in the grand- 
iloquent claims of the Nazis any more 
than that cocmmonsense tells you is 
true, Don’t magnify them, Hitler and 
his running mates do that sort of 
thing much better than you can, They 
operate a tremendously expensive or- | 
ganization just for that alone; and | 
they are not governed by any consid- 
erations of modesty. When there are 
bigger and better lies to be told, Dok- 
tor Goebbels will tell them, He doesn’t 
need your help. 

Of course the operations of the 
“Fifth Column” are not quite so easy 
to recognize as most people think. The 
“Fifth Columnist” isn’t a tellow who 
travels around wearing false whiskers | 
and looking like a assassin, 
Even loyal, patriotic and sincere citi | 
zens can be the most potent agents of 
the “Ffth Column” by yielding to de- 
pression and giving voice to apprehen- 
sion, repeatiug rumours and gossip. 

The derisive person who “knows 
Nazi propaganda when he sees it” is 
not so well armoured as the person 
who makes no such claims, but who is 
resolved not to become infected by it. 
Don’t Let Your Men Down— 

The civilian population have a most 
important duty to perform in this wai, 
and that is to keep their courage as 
high as that of the fighting troops. 

We in Canada have not had much 
experience of wars; but in the few 
we were in our fighting men made a 
very excellent job of their end of 
things. And it can certainly be said 
that they didn’t let their home folks, 
down. 

We are now in another war. It is 
one in which the enemy is leaving no- 
thing undone to debauch and demoral- 
ize the home folk. Knowing that, and 
remembering that the job of our sail- 
ors, our soldiers and our airmen 
needs all their concentration on the 
task at hand, the very least they have 
a right to expect from you is that, in 
your turn, you don’t let your fighting 
men down, 

You don't belong to the Breet which 
letself be panicked by the bluster and 
the bragging and the bogey-man 
threats of these teutonic tin-men, 
scarecrows and cowardly lions, by 
the hysterical screeches of beer-hall
